has been delayed; and what further time will probably
be necessary before a final settlement can be had, and
thereupon the court shall order notice of the same and of
the time and place of hearing thereof to be published in
some newspaper, to be des‘gnated by the court, fur three
successive weeks; and on the hearing of the petition, the
court, on being satisfied of the truth and sufficiency of
the matter set forth in the said petition, may grant such
further time to the executor or admunistrator for the pay-
ment of debts and legacies, as the nature of the case may,
in the opinion of the court, require.

An Act to amend chapter ten of the Revised Statutes.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in
Chap. 12. Senate (zz)n Assembly, do enact as follows,: 2

An Act to provide for the removal of the county seat of Manitowoc County

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows :

Secrion 1. The county seat of Manitowoc county is
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
